OPPONENTS SAY FACES VETO 


AUSTIN, May 18.—W—Scarcely 


resembling its original form, the 
Tillotson-Hubbard 
motor registra- 


tion bill which passed the house 
last night 108-4 after two days of 
debate was ready to be sent to the 
senate. 


The measure as finally approved 


is topheavy with amendments, one 
of which was hailed last night as 
a certainty that the bill would meet 
with a veto in the • governor's of- 
fice if not removed either by the 
senate or in a conference between 
the two houses. Rep. W. E. Pope, 
Corpus Chrlsti, was successful in 
inserting into the bill a provision 
that state funds for road construc- 
tion could not be expended except 
through 
agreement 
of 
county 
commissioners courts. 


This clause, stubbornly contest- 


ed by authors of the bill, will have 
the same effect as a measure by 
Rep. Paul 
Finn, 
Sunset, which 


passed both the house and renate 
only to be disaprpoved by Gov- 
ernor Moody. The Finn bill stipu- 
lated that the highway department 
could not reroute roads passing 
through towns of more than 200 
population without the consent of 
the commissioners' court 


"We've killed the registration bill I

The poisonous fumes continued to 
act on the blood of the victims 
and resulted in hourly reports of 
additional deaths. 
The '-great majority of 
the 124 


dead reported at noon were resi- 
dents onmrcrty, a." score being- 
from cities outside of Ohio and a 
dozen or more from other cities in 
the state.

Those arrested were ordered Into 
the court house here. 
One ot the buses dashed through 


a group of strikers trying to block 
the road, injuring four of them. 
One, Evelyn Heaton, was seriously 
hurt. The driver, Joe Calhoun, was 
taken to Jonesboro, 18 miles away, 
by guardsmen. 


ELIZABETHTON, May 16.—vr>- 
An explosion of dynamite today se- 
vered the main serving Elizabeth- 
ton 'and the American Memberg 
and the American Glanzstoff Rayon 
plants, and shortly afterward Geo. 
Crow, identified by Sheriff J. M. 
Moreland, as the man who warned 
him last night the main' would be 
dynamited, was arrested. 


Two hundred national guardsmen 
were hurriedly dispatches., to the 
scene.

This morning's newspaper tells 


of two addresses delivered 
last 


night, within a few miles of each 
other, by famous scientists, one 
an 
anthropologist 
and one an 
archeologlst. The former says that 
"man 
has been man about 350,- 


000 years." The second says that 
the white race crossed over from 
Europe and settled the Nile Val- 
ley more than a million years ago. 
Thus two world-famous "authori- 
ties" differ by hundreds of thous- 
ands of years as to the age of 
man. 
And a 
hundred thousand 


years Is, a longer period of time 
than mortal mind can definitely 
envisage. 


While chuckling over the vast 


discrepancies in these surmises of 
the Scientists; and over the very 
human vanity, not to say jealousy,- 
of the one of them whose lecture 
1 heard, I 
find myself drawing 


another and more important con- 
clusion. What both men said is" 
of purely academic interest Tha 
newspapers which reported their 
utterances contained column "after 
column of crime and of unsocial 
doings by the people of today. It 
singurarly mirrored the problems 
which Beset our present civiliza- 
tion. Yet neither of the scientists, 
had a single word of cunsel or of 
hope concerning human character 
and conduct. . So far as serving 
their day and generation, 
they- 


might have been as voiceless as 
the mummies and bone-fragments 
about which they talked. J 


Not Whence, But Whither 


AH thlnklnng people are more 


or less Interested in archaeology 
and anthropology and the physi- 
cal sciences and mechanical laws. 
But every one of us is tremend- 
ously arid Vitally concerned about 
the behavior of Hying men and wo- 
men. 
The professor who recently 


called for a cessation of inven- 
tion and research for a generation, 
to give mankind a 
< chance to de- 


vote itself uninterruptedly to so- 
cial and moral problems and pro- 
gress, was prompted by a quits 
understandable motive. 
This world does not just now 


need any more knowledge. It ia 
in really desperate need, however, 
of more moral conviction ard ethi- 
cal pasblon arid spiritual discern- 
ment. 
All of our scientific and 
material and political questions 
can afford to wait until the hearts 
of men and women are function^ 
ing better. At the present mo- 
ment we <5ould 
profitably 
ex- 


change any scientist or inventor 
for one great 
spiritual 
prophet 


whose trumpet' tonea cou'd com- 
mand the attention 
jf the ra'co. 


What really bothers gociatv Is not 
whence we came, and how, but 
whither are we' going? 


An Old Voice for » New Time. 
In a word, theX heart of all or 


our problems is to be found in the 
$qok which it is more the fashion 
to praise than to read. This pres- 
ent lesson carries -the voice of the 
Prophet Jeremiah, which has been 
sounding acfoss the centuries, ana 
ils message Is more pertinent and 
iimely and Important than any- 
thing found on today's editorial 


pages. 
For 
old Jeremiah 
was 


dealing with the greatest truth of 
all, which concerns the nature of 
the Infinite and Eternal God, and 
what He requires of mortal. 


This is awesome. 
To know 


what is the first concern of Qod is 
basic wisdom; and the possibility 
of man's understanding such 
a 


profound truth is the most signifi- 
cant fact about the race. Centur- 
ies' later than the events of 
our 
present lesson, Jesus voiced 
its 
message in the 
sublime 
words, 
"This Is life 
eternal, to 
know 


Thee, the only true God, and!Jesus 
Christ, whom Thou hast sent." 


To know God'-that Is the oldest, 
newest, ceaseless 
quest of the 


ages. Beyond, this 
there is no 
other wisdom. It Is the highest 
attainment of immortal man. To 
it, as an end, all other employment 
of mind and heart is' subsidiary. 
Upon their conception of God have 
rested all the philosophies and 
functions 
of men's 
activities. 


Right here this theme' could be 
expanded Into a book that would 
be the story of fthe race and of its 
highest nfforts and hugest blun- 
ders. 
But *we are 
confined 
to 
Jeremiah's definition of the nature 
of 
God 
which 
completely ac- 


cords with all other inspired rec- 
ords of the character of the High- 
est. This voice, which rose clear 
above the Intimidating clamor of 
vbciferous enemies, six centuries 
before the beginning of our era, is 
more truly and helpfully the voice 
for our own day than the utter-, 
ances of the Scientists who are re- 
ported Ui today's newspapers. 
Heaven's Greatest Concern for 
Earth. 


Social problems, not greatly un- 


like our own, characterized Jere- 
miah's time. The political aspect 
of his day we dealt with last week. 
He knew mpre about the larger 
issues- that contented Jerusalem 
and Judeah than did any of the 
officials; yet the prophet was more 
concerned with the matter of hu- 
nan relations. 
He 
thought in 


ierms of men and women 
and 


their relationship to God. 
The 
fact that men cheated and robbed 
and oppressed and murdered one 
another, and that they were liars' 
and perjurers and adulterers and 
dolaters, was what really matter- 
ed in the sight of heaven. Right- 
eousness means more to God than 
ritual; justice is dearer 
to him 
than worship. 
. These old Jews thought that the 
holy city and its temple simply 
could not. be destroyed. 
They 
trusted to its invulherablllty In the 
'ace of all fortune; quite as the 
Sreeks of Constantinople took re- 
fuge by the thousands In 
the 
church of St; Sophia, when 
the 


Holems captured the city in 1453. 
Sojong as they were ceremonially 
orthodox, reasoned 
these 
Jews, 


fcelr private live/! • did not ma£- 
ter. And that is the oldest, new- 
sst, and worst of all religious her- 


At the Door of the Church. 
Ceremonials do not save. Rit- 
ual does not redeem. Creed counts 
'or less than, conduct and charac- 


ter. 
Jehovah the just cannot be 


blinded by incense or deafened by 
Insincere prayers. At the ' very 
gates of the temple itself—within 
sound of its truirveU 
and 
In 


sight of its sacrifices—Jeremiah 
was bidden to cry this 
ringing 
summons to real religion: 


AD SUNDAY SCHOOL 
"If ye thoroughly amend your 
ways and your doings; if ye thor- 
oughly execute judgment between 
a man and his neighbour;' if ye op- 
press not the stranger the father- 
less, and the widow, and shed not 
idhocent blood in this place, neith- 
er walk after gods to your hurt; 
then will I cause you'to dwell in 
this place, In the land that I gave 
to your fathers, for ever and ever." 


This sounds like the voice of 
Samuel of .old, pronouncing the 
doom at King Saul, "Behold, to 
obey Is better than sacrifice" There 
Is no religious devotion possible 
apart from righteous living. The 
gentle voice of, Jesus took on tonea 
of thunder'as he condemned the 
hypocrisy of the Pharisees 
who 


trusted to their churchliness 
to 
save them. • 


What Jeremiah said so long ago 
s still the truth to be taught in 
every chuch. We are having dog- 
matic controversy and social pro- 
grammes and ethical discussions 
dinned Into our ears 
from 
the 
julplts of our time. - What we need 
o save our imperilled civilization' 
s not more beclouded' therozing 
from college professors but from 
fte pulpit itself "Thus salth the 
Lord" concerning those questions 
of personal conduct which are as 
acute a problem today as they were 
in Jerusalem in the year 600 B. C. 
Tor«h-bearers of truth, like unto 
Jer,emiah, alone can lead us out 
of the prvail/ng- fog-and darkness.

Received From Son 
Serving in U.S. Navy 


Thomas Hipps, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. T. Hipps, Corsicana, now 
serving his second enlistment In 
the United States navy Is on a 
tour of duty In Japanese .waters. 
He Is aboard the U. S. S. Plllsbury 
and writes in an entertaining man- 
ner of the many interesting places 
it has been his good fortune to vis- 
t.His last letter to the home folks 
was dated -April 20, and bore a 
Yokohama postmark. 
The letter 


in full follows: 
"The last letter I wrote was 


mailed at Nagasaki, Japan, as you 
see I am now at Yokohama. Have 
had a wonderful time here. , Came 
over this p. m. to spend the last 
evening In Yokohama; was sup- 
posed to be back at 12 o'clock, but 
went down to the dock and the 
boat coxswain said that liberty had 
been extended till Sunday p. m., so 
will spend the night at this club. 
Have you ever heard of Nicco, 
Japan? 
The chaplain from 
the 


Black Hawk took a party of sail- 
ors to Nicco sightseeing and 
I 


mean it was the most 
beautiful 


place I have ever seen, so far in 
the Orient. We stayed at a classy 
European hotel. So many, knives 
and forks I didn't know which to 
begin with. The first day we vis- 
ited . the park of temples. Many 
beautiful temples of the famous 
laquer work—laquer, you know, is 
a varnish. 
"These temples shine like gold. 


We also saw the famous laquer 
bridge sometimes called the sacred 
bridge. It was built in 1651 and in 
1810 it was' carried away by a 
flood and rebuilt In 1902. During 
Gen. Grant's round the world trip 
he was given the honor .to cross 
over the bridge, and he refused 
because it was sacred-to these peo- 
ple. 
We saw the great five-story 
pagota (a house) that only priests 
can enter; and only twice a year at 
that; the temple of the Screaming 
Dragon; the sacred 
stable; the 


temple of the Sleeping Cat, and 
about 20 other beautiful' temples. 
One place, I forget the name, was 
lined outside and inside with pure 
gold. Two stanchions In this tem- 
ple are said to be valued at 80,000 
yen. 
" Have you ever seen the 
three monkey models, one 
with 
his hands over his eyes, another 
with hands over his mouth, and 
another with his hands over his 
ears, representing, 'I see no evil, I 
speak no evil, I hear no evil?" 
Well.the Sacred Stable 
has the 
original of these models. 
It Is 


over 2,000 years old. 


All these temples were built by 
a rich Jap named 
Sogon, many 
years ago. After his death, his 
son finished the Garden of Tem- 
ples as it is today. 
His ashes 


were burled on a high hill in this 
garden in a great tomb. 
It was a woriBerful trip, well 
worth the 20 yen I put Into it. The 
only thing, you have 
to remove 
your shoes to go in, and I wore out 
a good pair, of strings untying my 
shoes. ' 


"I Intend to-send you some pic- 
tures of this place when 
I get 


them developed, t We leave here 
Monday for Shanghai, due there 
the 26th. 


"I think I will make, another trip 
tomorrow with the chaplain; up to 
see the Great Bhuddas.

DOING PRETTY WELL. 


Indications a few weeks 


ago that operations in the 
key industries had 
about 
reached their peak prove 
unfounded on the basis of 
current reports. ' Advices 
from the steel and automo- 
bile lines emphasize a con- 
tinued high rate of activity, 
with leading steel factories 
exceeding even their rated 
capacities. The motor man- 
ufacturers 
are optimistic, 


even to the point of breaking 
their first quarter records 
in the second quarter of the 
year. 


The present rate of indus- 


trial progress seems to set 
at naught the- fears enter- 
tained concerning the effect 
of high money. But there 
can be jio doubt of the ulti- 
mate result. In fact, the 
credit situation is such that 
world - wide developments 
give some evidence of a cri- 
sis from which no nation may 
expect to be immune, Since 
the federal reserve system 
has been unable to keep 
gold from flowing here, per- 
haps it will drop its interna- 
tional policy for a prompt 
correction of the domestic 
problem by raising the re- 
discount rate:/ 
Freight car loadings dur- 


ing the first four months of 
this year were 3 1-3 per cent 
greater than during the cor- 
responding period of 1928 
and the prospects of the rail- 
roads for the immediate fu- 
ture seem bright. 


For the next six months 


the nation can depend upon 
building construction, road 
building and other types ,of 
construction work $o utilize 
its surplus labor. During 
the months of building and 
farming there seems little 
excuse for any able-bodied 
American to be out of work. 


AIR MAIL GROWS. 
Statistics compiled by the 


federal department of com- 
merce show that'the average 
income from, carrying the 
air mail was 94 cents a mile 
In 1928, as compared With 
62 cents a mile in 1927,'and 
39 cents in 1926. The aver- 
age mile cost for operating 
airplanes, based on reports 
from 15 operators and cov- 
ering all sorts . of aircraft, 
was less than 70 cents a 
mile. 


Last year the average 


mail load carried in an air- 
plane was 973 pounds, as 
against 543. pounds in 1927 
and 182 in 1926. The aver- 
age income from a mail 
flight was $1,979 in 1928, as 
against $1,307 in 1927 and' 
$590 in 1926. These figures 
prove, what most of us al- 
ready realized, that wonder- 
ful progress is being made 
in areonautics in these days.

March 2, the last legislative day, 
One seriator protested against the 
delaying tactics in the house. It 
had to be referred to the senate fir 
nance committee, and 
before 
it 
could be reported out for a vote 
the session ended.- 
They didn't 
have time .to pass the hospital bill 
for disabled veterans although they 
voted millions for other purposes.

• Twenty times as much fertility Is 
washed from the soil each year as 
is consumed by the crops speakers 
asserted at the "Soil Conservation" 
meeting held Wednesday afternoon 
at the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce. M. R. Bentley of the .Ex- 
tension Department of Texas A. & 
M. College, and T. C,. Richardson 
of the Farm and Ranch farm pub- 
lication, addressed the crowd of 
almost 
one 
hundred 
Navarro 
county landowners. 
J. L. Halbert, chairman of the 
agricultural committee 
of 
the 
chamber called the meeting to or- 
der and presented" Henry Gentry, 
Navarro county farm agent, as the 
master of ceremonies. After Brief- 
ly explaining the purpose of the 
meeting which was to Inaugurate 
an organized campaign of conser- 
vation, the agent introduced Mr. 
Bentley, 
farm 
engineer, 
who 


launched Jntq a discussion of the 
best practices. 
The speaker asserted that he be- 
came connected with the service ten 
years ago and that each year the 
need of conservation became more 
evident as more and more the soil 
was washed off the acreage In the 
various rolling 
sections. 
Texas 


claims the lead, he asserted, in ter- 
racing but there is little glory »in 
the honor he declared, for there is 
still a greater need of it than has 
been touched. The present farming 
system in vogue makes terracing 
more necessary than 
in 
many 
states. 


Cotton Permits Soil Wash. 
Many other sections of the na- 
tion he said have as their principal 
crops those that do not 
permit 
such widespread''washing of the 
soil; cotton allows the soil to wash 
worse than any other crop he de- 
clared, and Texas farmers today 
find themselves running about a 
year behind the fertility of the soil. 
If they would stop the washing and 
allow their lands to remain idle a 
year, then they would be able to 
get the maximum fertility, that Is 
now being washed away by each 
succeeding rain. 


More than three million acres 
were terraced in Texas last year, 
the engineer reported, but much of 
this was in sections where the dirt 
work was done to keep moisture. 
Generally, the black land counties 
have been slow In adopting the 
conservation 
measures. 
Navarro 
county was reported to be about 14 
per cent terraced, but many black 
land counties fall below the three 
per cent mark. 


A number of difficulties in ter- 
racing .black land were enumerated 
Including troubles with wet Soil, 
antt a crop system that does not

allow early Urra'clng, outlet prob- 
lems, and 'tenant 
fanned land*. 
The county was unfortunate lie as- 
serted because It did not have a 
larger acreage in small grains that 
would allow the stubble acres to be 
terraced during the summer. 
Tenant farmers must be convinc- 
ed that it is to their benefit to 
build terraces. 
The majority of 
the owners he asserted were in fa- 
vor of the method. 
Study of Erosion. 
Discussing the growing interest 
in the. problem of soil erosion .and 
conservation, he pointed out that 
the federal government had made tf 
substantial apporprlatlon to study 
the problem, and with that aid two 
new experiment stations were, be- 
ing erected at Temple, 
and 
at 
Troup. He adv!led the landown- 
ers to keep In close, touch with the 
station at Temple, which is exper- 
imenting with black land, trying 
out the various method! Including 
terracing, of various kinds, differ-, 
ent crops and crop rotation. The 
station at Spur has made several 
important contributions he 
said. 
He urged the co-operation of every 
influence to convince the various 
landowner! of the necessity of con- 
servation. 
' 
T. C. Richardson of the Farm 
and Ranch, began hi! talk by ad- 
vising the farmers to read more 
than one periodical and to view 
the problem! from.every angle. He 
asserted that the conservation cam- 
paign was not a matter of one pe- 
riodical attempting some project 
but was a co-operative campaign 
of the various papers with the 
Texas A. & M. College and with the 
various county agents. 
He stated that the proven results 


of the program attested the sound- 
ness of the plea for terracei, al- 
though many project! are launched 
that-are unproven. Some progress 
baa been made he asserted but it 
has been too slow. 
Every farmer is faced with the 
necessity of holding his top soil 
he asserted, and the constantly in- 
creasing number of farms aban- 
ed to the weeds and Johnson grass 
showed how steadily the elements 
were, robbing the soil of its fertil- 
ity. 


Method! Not Perfect 
Leaders have been 
seriously 
studying the problem for yean he 
declared, and their methods being 
used now represent . the 
best 
known, but they do not claim to be 
perfect. 
The campaign is an ef- 


fort to spread the success of the 
methods. 


Work at the various experiment 
stations have proven beyond the 
shadow of a doubt 
that twenty 
times as much fertility is washed 
away annually as is used by the 
crops produced, he asserted. 
Terraces, Mr. Richardson assert- 
ed performed two functions: they 
prevent washing to a large extent 
and at the same time hold the mois- 
ture, more than half of which is 
usually lost each year. In many 
instances where 
the naked eye 
can ascertain only a slight wash 
from an area, an examination has 
shown that in the lowlands often 
as much as eighteen inches of silt 
have -been deposited by an aver- 
age- rain. The terraces also hold 
the top six Inches of soil 
from 
which practically all of the 
ele- 
ments are secured by the various 
plants. 


Airplane surveys showed 
very 
conclusively the steady Increase of 
the evils of washing. Some pro- 
gress is being made, the speaker 
declared, but the time is near when 
every agency must co-operate and 
speed up the work. The various 
farm 
publications, 
implement 
agents, county agents, the college, 
and every Industry touching agri- 
culture Is now organizing to aid 
in a widespread campaign In the 
fall months. Every effort is being 


made to terrace as much land M 
possible now, particularly where it 
iias been used for small grains.. 


Beet Management Demanded. 
Successful farming today, Jie as- 


serted, demands the best of man- 
agement, good soil, and good, equip- 
ment, but the farmer must keep 
his soil to avoid bankruptcy for 
himself and his county and nation. 
Barley and bats were recommend- 
ed as small grains that aided in 
the fight against washing, and also 
allowed summer terracing. 
He 
called the landowners' attention to" 
their responsibility of conserving 
the resources of the soil; the loom- 
ing decrease In taxable values that 
would make the burden harder on 
every one, and plead, for the co- 
operation of all parties in elimi- 
nating the attitude of Indifference. 


Mr. Gentry then announced the 


blr barbecue to be held at Wildcat 
Crossing May 21 in celebration of. 
the designation of the East-West 
Texas highway through Corsicana 
and Palestine. He also announced 
the annual field day and picnic of 
the Denton grain experiment sta- 
ton; the schedule of the visits of the 
Cotton Belt dairy truck in Jtfavarro 
county was presented. The County 
agent stated that he was going to 
Cleburne Friday to meet with a 
delegation in an effort to purchase 
some high grade cattle for breed- 
Ing up the dairy herds of Navarro 
county. He said that it had been 
thought that the cattle could be se- 
cured in Texas, but this had been 
found impossible, and they would 
now make an effort to secure them 
from Michigan. Seven bulls and 
twelve to fourteen 
heifers 
have 


been ordered for Navarro county 
he said and enough more are ex- 
pected to make up a car lot. 


Following 'the addresses, various 
representative farmers 
from 
all 
parts of the county spoke on the 
results they had secured from ter- 
racing and presented any problems 
that they had encountered.

WASHINGTON, 
May 14.—W)— 
Legislation for taking the official 
census as of 1930 will be passed by 
congress following completion of 
the farm relief bill and as soon as 
approved by the president it is ex- 
pected that appointment of super- 
visors, enumerators and field em- 
ployes will be made. 
The date of these appointments 


will depend upon the time fixed in 
the legislation for taking the cen- 
sus, 
there being three dates under 


consideration, Nov. 1, 1929; Jan. 1, 
1930, 
and May 1, 1930. 


In some states the supervisors' 
districts will be the congressional 
districts but in Texas the number 
of districts will be twenty-nine each 
with a headquaters city designated 
One of the reasons for not follow- 
ing the congressional district lines 
in Texas is the area of the state 
and the short time allowed for tak- 
ing the enumeration. As a rule, 
the place designated for the head- 
quarters has the largest population 
within the district and is also most 
conveniently located for supervis- 
ion of the work. 


The following cities have been 
designated as headquarters in the 
various 
supervisor's 
districts: 
First, Brownsville; second, Uvalde; 
third, San Antonio; fourth, Victo- 
ria; 
fifth, 
Luling; sixth, Eagle 


Lake; seventh. Houston; eighth, 
Galveston; ninth, Lufkln; tenth, 
Palestine; eleventh, Austin; twelfth. 
Brownwood; thirteenth, San Ange- 
lo; fourteenth, El Paso; 
fifteenth, 
Lubbock; sixteenth, Amarillo; sev- 
enteenth, 
Abilene; 
eighteenth, 


Wichita Falls; nineteenth, Sher- 
man; 
twentieth, Fort Worth; twen- 
ty-first, 
Dallas; 
twenty-second, 


Cleburne, 
twenty-third, 
Waco; 


twenty-fourth, Corslcana; twenty- 
fifth, Greenville; twenty-sixth, Par- 
Is; 
twenty-seventh, 
Marshall; 
twenty-eighth, Tyler, and twenty- 
ninth, Plainview. 


The supervisor must be on ac- 
tual resident of the headquarters 
of his district because the largest 
number of enumerators will be em- 
ployed in that city or its immedi- 
ate vicinity, thus bringing him in 
constant contact with his force. 
Exceptions to this rule at prior 
censusts added greatly to the ex- 
pense of the enumeration and de- 
layed completion of the work. 


The supervisor must be actively 
employed in this work and will be 
expected to give his entire time to 
his duties for at least two months 
and do more or less work for four 
or possibly six months. He will be 
required to carry on correspond- 
ence with the census bureau to 
become acquainted with his duties. 
The supervisor's duties will include 


selection of his enumerators and he 
will be required to report the pop- 
ulation of each township, precinct 
or other political subdivision of his 
district as rapidly as the enumer- 
ators finish their work. The .su- 
pervisor will be required to ap- 
prove pay vouchers of the enumer- 
ators and render such other ser- 
vices looking to the completion of 
his work and the closing of his 
office. Detailed Instructions from 
the bureau will be furnished on 
these matters. 


It is estimated that the super- 
visor will receive on, the average 
between $1,500 and $2,500 in full 
payment for their services. In ad- 
dition to their compensation they 
will be given office room, .at least 
one assistant and such clerical help 
as may be necessary. 


Enumerators must reside In the 
district in which they are employ- 
ed. They will be paid on a per 
capita basis, a fixed amount for 
each name enumerated on the pop- 
ulation schedule and for each farm 
for which a satisfactory report is 
made on the agricultural schedule. 


The enumerators' dlstlcts are es» 
tatillshed so as to give employment 
to each enumerator for a period of 
two weeks in the cities and for a 
month in the rural districts, and 
a reasonably diligent enumerator 
should earn from $E> to $8 a day, 
according to- the census bureau. 


The number of enumerators' dis- 
tricts in Texas will be about 4,200. 
The supervisors are to have more, 
responsibility 'that was the 
case 


ten years ago. and, for one thing, 
will be made responsible for 
the 
announcement of the populations 
of the local communities, etc. The 
bureau in Washington Will reserve 
for Itself announcement of 
the 
population of the larger subdivis- 
ions such as the larger cities or 
the state. 
\ 


Ten years ago ambitious com- 
munities which assumed that the 
population was far greater than 
the enumeration 
revealed made 
sharp complaints to the5 director 'of 
census, whose 
only Information 
was what had been reported by 
the men in the field. He not only, 
had to bear the burden of the com- 


plaint but relied wholly upon those 
who actually made the enumera- 
tion. 
In this Instance, however. 
the supervisor will .be the official 
to tell the local community 
the 
number of its population. By such 
a method of "decentralization much 
of the Information will be made 
public in districts 
and hot In 
Washington.
